For Andean Appetites 

Charo’s Peruvian Cuisine rules the soup game 


P eruvian food is a cuisine for 
all seasons. When summer 
hits and a simple walk outside 
makes you sweat, there’s noth¬ 
ing I crave more than the refreshing, spicy 
tang of Peru’s national dish: ceviche. And 
when the Southern California weather 
dips as much into winter as it’s going to 
get and I start to get all sore-throat sick, 
Peru again comes to the rescue with its 
various stews and soups. 

As I tossed and turned in a feverish 
sleep, the water falling from the sky out¬ 
side, all I could dream about was slurping 
down a cup of comforting aguadito, a.k.a. 
Peru’s chicken and rice soup. However, 
the soup in my dreams was not the com¬ 
plimentary portion of the savory cilantro- 
based soup doled out daily at North Long 
Beach’s El Polio Imperial, my usual spot 
to satisfy Peruvian cravings. This time, I 
wanted my aguadito from the city’s oft- 
forgotten Charo’s Peruvian Cuisine, if 
only because it’s easy to miss as the only 
non-chain place to eat in the entire Long 
Beach Towne Center. I probably would 
have missed it myself if I hadn’t been 
hungry while walking down the main 
promenade that slices through the eye of 
the storm and makes the Edwards Cinema 
resemble a warm castle at the end of a 
longjourney 

If all I’d wanted was a coffee (there’s 
a Starbucks next door) or a dry, lifeless 
burger (Islands is across the way) before 
that movie, I’m sure I never would have 
seen Charo’s. It’s set back from everything 
else, its empty patio and tinted windows 
keeping most of the curious at bay. But 
I ventured in, thinking maybe Charo’s 
would have quick-service polio rostizado 
combos or offer, like El Polio Imperial, a 
super-casual sit-down experience. 

Instead, I discovered a Peruvian

hideout right in the thick of a monu¬ 
ment to American commercialization, a 
self-sustaining world where pan flutes 
buzz through the speakers, Incan pottery 
and paintings line the walls, and a sweet 
lady named Charo is the owner and sole 
server, happily slinging salty-sweet lomo 
saltados, herbaceous tallarin verdes and 
paella-like chaufas to the borderline- 
Lakewood set. 

Some of the dishes—such as the macho 
fish, the aji de gallina and chaufa de 
mariscos—are similar to what you’ll find 
at her sisters’ restaurants, but Charo skips 
the roasted-chicken plates and offers 
anticucho skewers, Italian-tinged shrimp 
scampi and her mother’s spicy chicken 
stew, all with a much less corporate, more 
homemade feel. 

When my sickness subsided enough to 
venture outside, I braved parking at a mall 
during the holidays to return to Charo’s. 

I ordered a cup of the aguadito to soothe 
my still-burning throat and downed half 
a bottle of aji sauce with my complimen¬ 
tary bread to clear the sinuses. Feeling 
experimental, I asked Charo for a recom¬ 
mendation (lest I eat all the aguadito in 
the kitchen) and ended up with a restoring 
cauldron of parihuela, a spicy Peruvian 
soup that’s partway between the daintiness 
of a French bouillabaisse and the sass of 
an Italian cioppino. Winter might be made 
more bearable by Peruvian soups, but it’s 
even better with Charo to guide the way.

Being Ginger 

Kelly Mantle discusses his latest, most transformational role

A s an actor, singer, drag queen 
and all-around creative force, 
Kelly Mantle is a solid indus¬ 
try vet with a lengthy resume: 
Cold Case, Nip/Tuck, The New Adventures 
of Old Christine, and more. But it was 
Mantle’s scene-stealing role in the locally 
produced film Confessions of a Womanizer 
that made him the talk of Tinsel Town. For 
his role as transgender prostitute Ginger, 
Mantle—who is gender fluid (but uses 
masculine pronouns)—is the first person 
to be considered for both Best Supporting 
Actor and Best Supporting Actress honors. 

Mantle took some time from his busy 
schedule to discuss the film, diversity in film/ 
TV and his possible Oscar nom. (This inter¬ 
view has been edited for length and clarity.) 

OC WEEKLY; What interested you most 
about playing Ginger? 

KELLY MANTLE: It was funny, and I felt 
like this particular role was very three- 
dimensional. She wasn’t just a one¬ 
dimensional character, which sometimes 
you can get caught into playing with these 
particular roles. And I loved the fact that 
she was kind of the voice of reason out of 
all the characters, and she had a very nice 
arc to her. 

I enjoyed your character; I thought she was 
very warm and real. I’m sorry there wasn’t 
more of you. 

Yeah, I kinda like that, you know, I like 
playing those characters—their appearance 
might not be as hefty in the film, but the 
time that they’re in there is very meaningful. 
So what was your first response when you 
learned the producers were going to submit 
your name for the Oscars? 

When the producers and [writer/direc- 
tor Miguel] Ali came to me and said they 
were submitting my performance for an 
Oscar consideration, I was shocked. And 
then when they said, “On top of that, 
we are going to recommend and ask the 
Academy to consider you in both the Best 
Supporting Actor and Best Supporting 
Actress categories”—because I identify 
as gender fluid in my personal life—I just 
kind of shrugged my shoulders, thinking, 
“Sure, go for it,” not thinking at all that 
anything would come of it and certainly 
not thinking the Academy would approve 
it, and lo and behold, they did. 

Then the producers and director came 
to me and said, “Now that the Academy 
has approved it, you should post some¬ 
thing about it online.” So I just kind of 
posted something about a week ago or so 
that said, “So this is happening,” kind of 
thinking it might get a couple of hundred 
likes or a few comments here or there or 
whatever. I had no idea it was going to 


[be] the widespread, groundbreaking, his¬ 
torical moment it’s been.... I mean, I’m 
on the front of the Bombay Times in India. 

So I had no idea that was going to 
happen with this, but I’m honored and 
humbled to be recognized for my work, 
and even more thrilled that I get to be a 
part of a groundbreaking campaign that’s 
going to bring a voice to the gender-fluid 
community and the gender spectrum as 
a whole—diversity to Hollywood and the 
Oscars—and open up conversation and 
education on identity and diversity. 
Hollywood hasn’t been getting the best 
reputation, as far as diversity goes, but 


nowadays, there’s certainly been a push for 
more well-rounded LGBT characters. With 
your extensive filmography, would you say 
you’ve been seeing a positive shift in the 
roles you’re being offered? 

Yeah, definitely, I would say so. As an 
actor, I love a variety of roles, so I audition 
for both male and female roles, gay and 
straight, trans or not trans. In my years in 
the business, I can see a great progression 
in the LGBTQ characters I get offered to 
play. They’re a lot more well-rounded; 
they’re a lot more human, more three- 
dimensional. So there’s definitely a great 
progression going on. 


SHAWN SMITH 

Do you think there’s any major difference in 
roles you get offered for film vs. television? 
No, they’re pretty equivalent. And what’s 
interesting now is that we get so many 
movie actors heading over to TV because 
some of the [shows] are becoming more 
movie-like, if you will. I think I read 
something the other day that Julia Rob¬ 
erts ... is considering a TV show. We’ve 
got Glenn Close and Kathy Bates and all 
these amazing film actors and actresses 
heading over to TV. So I think TV is finally 
catching up with the movies, and I see 
great progression in both mediums.

Moby Dick, Improvand More! 

America dies in January, but at least there’s some interesting local theater

t’s the last issue of the last OC 
Weekly in the last year that America 
won’t be great again, so what better 
time to focus our energies on what 
lies ahead for local theater in the first few 
months of the year 2017? The following 
is a round-up of the most intriguing plays 
opening in January on local boards. Sadly, 
none of them call the orange turd a big, 
disgusting piece of bellowing, megaloma- 
niacal crapola... we think. 

The Roommate, South Coast Repertory. 

Playwright Jen Silverman is on fire. 

Since The Roommate was staged at the 
2015 Humana Festival of New American 
Plays, that play and others have been pro¬ 
duced—or will be produced—on stages 
from New Haven and Baltimore to Cincin¬ 
nati and San Francisco. This one is about 
an empty-nesting, fiftysomething woman 
who gets a roommate for the first time. 

It’s dark and funny, and it gives a couple of 
“mature” actresses a chance to show their 
stuff.

Halperin’s Helping Hands

A local talent buyer’s mission to help the children of Syria

J on Halperin was more than a little 
nervous when he accepted one of 
the most important jobs of his life- 
designing lesson plans for preschool¬ 
ers. The veteran talent buyer who has spent 
decades producing legendary concerts for 
the Glass House, Chain Reaction and festivals 
all over SoCal had no clue what he was in for. 

That job would’ve been hard enough 
for him to pull off at a public school in 
his hometown of Long Beach. Instead, 
Halperin was doing it on Greek soil. Last 
November, Halperin landed on the island 
town of Chalkida, Greece, and traveled to 
the Ritsona camp, which is filled with about 
800 refugees from the war-torn Syrian 
city of Aleppo. “We see stuff on Facebook 
feeds and whatnot, but I had no concept 
what a refugee camp was gonna look like,” 
Halperin says. "I had people warning me to 
watch my back and make sure people didn’t 
follow me back home, to really be careful.” 

For four weeks, Halperin left behind 
the music world and the comforts of 
home to volunteer through Swedish NGO 
Lighthouse Relief, working specifically 
with young children of displaced families. 
Prior to this trip, Halperin crowdsourced 
$8,000 from friends and family through 
GoFundMe to purchase some essential sup¬ 
plies for his job at camp Ritsona. 

What he encountered when he got there 
was the total opposite of what he expected. 
The bearded, lifelong punker was suddenly 
surrounded by boisterous, laughing chil¬ 
dren playfully pulling his heavily tattooed 
arms and kind-hearted families welcoming 
the American stranger into their makeshift 
homes. His days were spent coloring and 


playing with kids, with whom he formed 
bonds without speaking a word of Arabic. 

As a married man in his 40s with a stable 
income and no kids, Halperin is able to 
travel on a fairly consistent basis. Usually, 
he’s going to festivals or meetings to benefit 
his primary passion, booking events such as 
last fall’s Music Tastes Good in Long Beach. 
He never thought that listening to a random 
episode of This American Life on the radio 
and hearing about the struggles of dis¬ 
placed Syrian children at the camp would 
inspire his own humanitarian efforts. 

His 15-hour flight to Greece was noth¬ 
ing compared to the harrowing journey 
of these refugees and their small children. 
Most escaped from Turkey on gray, rubber 
dinghies, fighting to stay afloat all the way 
to the island of Lesbos. From there, they 
were brought to the refugee camps. 

Despite his background in clinical 
psychology and a day job working for LA 
County investigating child abuse for Child 
Protective Services, he was unprepared to 
fully understand the death and destruction 
these Syrian children had seen practi¬ 
cally since birth. His job now was simple: 
distract the kids and take their mind off 
things as best he could. “Basically, it was 
me and three or four other people running 
a preschool and giving the kids structured 
activities during the day while their older 
siblings were in school,” Halperin says. 
“Otherwise, there’s nothing to do there; 
kids are just walking around.” 

For several hours five days per week, Hal¬ 
perin and his fellow volunteers organized 
nature walks, coloring sessions, snack times 
and playdough activities, plus they planted 


seeds to grow in nearby soil. The idea of 
establishing a sense of normalcy in the most 
abnormal circumstances as their home city 
burned during the Aleppo Offensive was a 
balancing act. It required an extra amount 
of sensitivity. “You have to really think about 
things,” Halperin says. 'You might be like, 
'Let’s have the kids play with balloons,’ but 
balloons pop, [which] sounds like guns or 
explosions. You have to think about water 
play with the kids because you don’t want 
to remind the kids of being on that boat, and 
what did they see? Did they see someone 
fall out of the boat and drown?” 

At night, Halperin met with various 
camp leaders and other volunteers to shop 
for supplies and create plans for rationing 
goods. He used his little downtime to shop 
for records in Greece and continued book¬ 
ing bands via email for the upcoming second 
installment of Music Tastes Good. And he 
kept an extensive diary of his experiences. 

Ritsona is one of about 40 Syrian refugee 
camps in Greece. Though it’s considered 
one of the nicer, well-maintained camps in 
the country, the major task of the stress¬ 
ful, everyday issues of feeding, clothing 
and sheltering thousands was eye-opening 
to Halperin. “Every family has to have an 
equal opportunity to obtain the things that 
the family next to them got,” he says. “So 
if there’s only 50 pairs of shoes for boys 7 
to 9, but there’s 100 boys in that age group, 
then you have to wait to get a donation of 
another 50 before you can pass out the first 
50. Otherwise, they just sit there.” 

Though spending every day with victims 
who’ve lost everything left a mark on the 
volunteers, it was the similarities between 


the average American and the refugees at 
Ritsona that really resonated with Halperin. 
“These are kids who were in college, or par¬ 
ents who were teachers, or parents who have 
particular skills and full-time jobs,” Halperin 
says. “Could you even imagine—tomorrow, I 
have no idea what country I’m gonna be rais¬ 
ing my family in, and I probably don’t speak 
the language. But at least you don’t have to 
worry about your house being bombed.” 

Recently, Halperin got the words “The 
Peace” and “The Love” in Arabic tattooed 
on his hands, a memento and a reminder to 
himself that he’ll always do his best to return. 
Though he hopes the kids and families he 
bonded with won’t be there. “It would be 
so selfish of me to say I hope the same kids 
I bonded with over there would be there 
when I go back because they need to move 
on with their lives and their new homes in 
whatever country it may be in,” he says. 

Since returning home, Halperin has 
worked to inspire others to do what he did. 
He says he still keeps in contact with one 
Syrian family, video chatting with them 
online almost every day. The family threw 
a nice party for Halperin on the day he left, 
with food cooked from scratch over a fire 
pit, something he’ll never forget. Recently, 
he learned they were given asylum in Ger¬ 
many, giving him hope for not only them, 
but also the future of all of those waiting for 
their chance at a better life. 

“I have a trip planned in August to go 
see some music festivals out [in Europe],” 
he says. “My plan is to go see the family, 
if they’re in Finland, Poland, Germany— 
wherever they are.”

Why we don’t blame Lit for going from 
pop punk to pop country

L it has a new album coming out 
in 2017, and we very much sug¬ 
gest you buy a copy Not because 
we want you to support them 
(meh) or fatten their pockets (hell naw) or 
force yourself to actually listen to it (fuck 
that!). You should buy a physical copy of 
a Lit record in 2017 so that one day, when 
your band’s best years are more than a 
decade behind you, you’ll be able to study 
a perfect example of how to rise from the 
ashes like a honky-tonk phoenix. 

These days, members A. Jay and Jer¬ 
emy Popoff and Kevin Blades are undeni¬ 
ably distancing themselves from their 
alt-rock archetype of old. They’ve traded 
their crunchy Fender riffs, chain wal¬ 
lets and braided beard hair for southern 
twang, slide guitar and flannel—lots of 
flannel. As with other artists who’ve used 
country as a way to cross over to a new 
audience, it seems to be working for them. 

The video for their Keith Urban-esque 
new single, “Fast,” is gliding up charts, 
landing as high as No. 2 on the CMT 
12-Pack Countdown. They’re popping up 
at Stagecoach on fliers for festivals such 
as Wisconsin’s Country Fest—talk about 
boot-scootin’ success. It may seem like a 
surprise, but we can assure you it makes 
total sense. 

In case you’ve forgotten the cultural 
wasteland of the late 1990s or you’re a 
baby millennial who only uses the word 
lit to refer to public intoxication captured 
via Instagram, this Fullerton band once 
defined the KROQ alt-rock Zeitgeist in 
OC. They caught a wave of popularity 
with their sophomore album, A Place In 


the Sun, thanks to the inescapability of 
“My Own Worst Enemy,” “Miserable” 
and “Zip-Lock.” 

But that was then. And now is a very 
shitty place for a ’90s Lit to be. Sure, you 
could take a run on the nostalgia circuit, 
as they have. But really, how many times 
can you open for Sugar Ray on mid-level 
tours and not want to jump off a bridge? 

Naturally, the band had to figure out 
how to appeal to a new demographic in 
a way that didn’t involve trying to look 
cool. OC has always been the largest bas¬ 
tion for cowboy hats and the electric slide 
this side of Norco. So acceptance among 
the locals is doable. Plus, Lit’s crop of 
female fans who used to swoon over the 
sight of A. Jay in a wifebeater have since 
aged like a box of fine red wine. Most of 
them are now latethirtysomething cou¬ 
gars, soccer moms and Republican house¬ 
wives who love pop country. 

But transitioning from their alt-rock past 
to their country future also puts them in 
position to sell both of them to you at once. 
You come to see a country band and stay to 
hear songs that remind you of getting your 
first handjob from your middle-school 
crush in the back of an AMC theater. 

Whatever they’re playing, the struggle 
to stay popular is not lost on Lit. The only 
thing we ask these Johnny Cash-come-late- 
lies is that they maybe throw a gig to local 
country acts such as Daniel Bonte, Alice 
Wallace and the Ponderosa Aces, those who 
were holding down the hee-haw in OC for 
years before y’all decided to make the coun¬ 
try scene your new bread and butter.

OP-1 Kenobi 

T his year has proven to be stellar for Evan 
Geesmans creative output. January saw the 
release of his album Coils, a gorgeous, textured 
collection of songs that merged the disparate 
sonic elements of electronic beats, acoustic 
guitar, vocals and environmental recordings into 
warm, vibrant odysseys. In October, Geesman 
released his Mattress Money EP, a definite dive 
into experimenting solely with electronic sam¬ 
plers and controllers. And as if those two book¬ 
ending gems weren't enough, Coils was given 
the remix treatment and Uncoiled appeared in 
June, featuring artists Free the Robots, Techno¬ 
crat, Repeated Measures and others. 

Geesmans prolific output comes as no 
surprise, as he is a longtime musician and 
member of Orange County-based beat collective 
GRN+GLD. The duality of his styles—folk singer/ 
songwriter and electronic producer—make for 
one exciting maelstrom when combined. "I still 
call what I do singer/songwriter music," he says. 
"I feel like I'll always have a whole idea in my 
head before I make something." 

Born and raised in Santa Ana, Geesman 
picked up guitar and a bootleg of music-produc¬ 
tion software Fruity Loops in his early teens so 
he could emulate his musical influences, Radio¬ 
head, Bjork and, his main musical obsession, 
Beck. While he wrote, produced and even dis¬ 
tributed copies of his music as a teen, his real 
breakthrough came as an adult. After getting 
laid off from his job, he decided to put a con¬ 
scious effort into making music; three months 
later, he released the EP Lengua on Bandcamp 
in 2012. Geesman dropped the album link in a 
Chan open forum for creative projects, which 
sent his download count rocketing. Bandcamp 
head curator Andrew Jervis took notice and 
included some of Geesmans tracks into his 
podcast. Geesman followed up with numerous 
EPs and singles, signing with Ubiquity Records 
in 2014.

Geesman has recently been focusing less 
on computer programs to create his sound, and 
more on his OP-1 hardware—a synthesizer, 
sampler and sequencer all rolled into one. The 
limitation seems to nudge Geesman into a more 
creative songwriting process. "I feel more cre¬ 
ative when I'm working within limited parameters 
'cause, on the computer, you could literally do 
what you want," he says, "and sometimes, I think 
that's bad because you get bogged down choos¬ 
ing some effects rather than writing a song." 

Mattress Money is an exquisite four-track 
album exploring house and electronica sounds 
through the OP-1, Machinedrum UW, Korg Mini- 
logue synthesizer and a PO-12 drum machine. It's 
certainly a deviation from Coils and Lengua, but 
the tracks were mostly made for fun and to learn 
howto use the equipment. Geesman admits 
the title was an inside joke about releasing the 
album as a way to raise money for a new mat¬ 
tress, as well as a shoutout to Aphex Twin's 26 
Mixes for Cash. 

One can definitely expect any future musi¬ 
cal output from Geesman to pack even bigger 
surprises. He works nearly two hours per day 
meticulously on music, and he has his eyes set 
on putting out new releases and improving his 
overall sound. "I don't know if there's a specific 
goal in mind [in making new albums], like I want 
this to be better or that to be better," Geesman 
says. "I want everything to be better."

"Look to social media," said Mistress Matisse, a 
writer, sex worker and sex-workers-rights activist. 
"Now that so many review boards have been taken 
down, social media is the best way to find a good 
independent escort." 

About those review boards: Law-enforcement 
agencies, always on the lookout for ways to "save" 
sex workers by making their jobs more dangerous, 
have gone after online sites, a.k.a. review boards, 
where clients rated and ranked escorts and—more 
important—escorts communicated with one 
another about safety, clients to avoid (flaky, rude, 
unhygienic) and clients they absolutely shouldn't 
see (erratic, threatening, violent). Elizabeth Nolan 
Brown wrote a great piece for Reason about the 
issue last fall ("The Truth About the Biggest U.S. 

Sex Trafficking Story of the Year," Sept. 9,2016), and 
everyone should go read it at Reason.com. 

Anyway, MYBRO, back to your brother and 
Matisse's advice. 

"I'm not saying 'no social media' equals 'bad 
escort,"' said Matisse. "There are lots of good escorts 
who don't have much of a social-media presence. But 
if you want to get to know a little about who someone 
is before you meet them, that's just how you do it now." 

Another rarely discussed, perfectly legal alterna¬ 
tive to figuring out if an escort is for real: pay them 
to meet up for drinks and conversation, which just 
so happens to be all your brother wants (or all he's 
willing to tell you he wants). 

"Obviously, this is not a good option for the 
budget-conscious," said Matisse. "But if you want 
to test your chemistry and create some trust on both 
sides before booking a private date, it's a solid way 
to go. Note the keyword, though: PAY her for her 
time. (Most ladies have a public social meeting fee 
that's lowerthan private-time rates.) And remember 
the basic rules when you do decide to set a private¬ 
time date: Don't ask about sex, and don't talk about 
money other than to briefly acknowledge that you 
have seen her rates and agree to pay for her time. 
Expect to use condoms and to abide by the rules of 
whoever you're seeing."
